2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 
a device for dosing and forming pods (16) containing a product for infusion; the 
pods (16) being of the type comprising a piece of filter material containing a dose 
of the product for infusion, the device comprising at least the following: a station 
(1 ) for feeding the product into at least one forming impression (5) defining a 
single dose of the product and made in means (7) for forming a respective 
compressed disk (16) of the infusion product and releasing the compressed disk 
(16) from the impression (5) in the filter material to form the pod (16). 

Thus D1 shows all the features of claim 1 

2.2 A similar novelty objection can be made against claim 1 based on document D2 
and D3 (see passages cited in search report).
